Two only, as generally 
necellary to Salvation, as we profeſc; that is to fay, Baptiſm, and the Sup+ 
per of the Lord. Viz As for Infants Baptiſm, and Sprinkling a Child of  Eigbe 
Daz: Old, more or lefs, on the Forehead, and call it Bapriſmr, 1 ſaid hath no 
footing in all the Scripture, neither of Precept nor PraFice ; neither was itin 
uſe for an Hundred Years and more after the Apeſtles days, among Profeſſors 
of Chriſtianity ; and that we cannot Prove it, ali o' we Prattice it, and ger 
Money by it, bur do it by a bare Imitation, and a meer pretended Call, which 
is great Pzxelumption, yea, Superſtition; alcho* we cali it Chris Ordi- 
nance,” and ſay, Ir's Commanded by Chriſt ; yet he hath given us no Command;
